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LETTER. 


Ma. PARNELL’s white heat of the past week—the 
certainty that the Land Leaguers would not be found 
guilty by the Dublin Jury—and the knowledge that 


Mr. Parnell’s irrepressible followers in Parliament 
would use all their ingenuity and audacity in oppo- 
sition—were powerless on Monday to prevent Mr. 
Forsterfrom showing the true metal he is made of. 
The Irish Secretary made an eminently English 
speech. It was delivered in his best style. Instinct 
with that wholesome antipathy which Englishmen 
feel towards the perpetration of those dastardly 
deeds which have prevailed in Ireland during the 
irresponsible reign of the Land League, the speech 
neatly checkmated the unscrupulous agents of the 
League by promising them imprisonment directly 
they are caught instigating the peasantry to lawless 
acts. The House of Commons learnt with satis- 
faction, shown by rousing cheers, that the Govern- 
ment were at length going to crush Terrorism in 
Ireland by the simple expedient of giving the Lord 
Lieutenant power to summarily arrest the seditious 
ringleadets, whose occupation it has been to stir up 
the poor to rebellion. One word for Mr. Parnell 
and his steadfast adherents—though it is not 
unlikely he or they may have said or done 
something deplorably indiscreet ere these lines 
are read. If at first blush it seems intolerable 
that a handful of earnest young Irishmen should 
band themselves together in a Land League to bring 
about by indefensible means the reforms they argue 
are imperatively demanded for the welfare of 
Ireland; and if these resolute Reformers are the 
more blamable because they hinder the introduction 
and passing of the Ministerial measures devised by 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Bright to remove the 
grievances Irish tenants complain of; it must in 
fairness be confessed that the Imperial Parliament 
needs too often to be brought to the brink of Revolu- 
tion before it will rouse itself to deal with any popular 
demand. Formy part, Ishould not be astonished to find 
that Mr. Parnell pleaded for twice as much as he 
expected to get, in order to obtain a substantial im- 
provement of the Irish land laws. As for the 
gloomy forebodings that evictions will be increased 
a hundredfold now the Government are determined 
to put down treasonable agitators, it is sincerely to 
be hoped no Irish landlord will be brutal enough 
to exercise his present power of turning unfortunate 
tenants out of their holdings. I would rather 
believe, with John Bright, that there is a bright 
future looming for Ireland; and that the Liberal 
banner will have no prouder inscription than that 
which typifies the granting of a reasonable land law 
to a high-spirited People, who may be made as loyal 
to the core as they are generous at heart.

THE PRINCE OF WALES AND 
THE ROYAL FAMILY, 


THE Prince or WALES, as Colonel-in-Chief of the 
Household Cavalry, upon his return to Spital 
Barracks after attending the garrison service on 
Sunday, visited the troopers’ quarters and the non- 
commissioned officers mess of the lst Life Guards. 
His Royal Highness was attended by Colonel 
Teesdale and accompanied by Colonel Keith 
Fraser, Colonel Duncombe, and other officers of 
the regiment. The Prince dined and slept at the 
barracks, and at eleven o’clock on Monday morning 
went to the riding-school and witnessed a couple of 
rides by soldiers of the 1st Life Guards. The first 
display was a ‘lancerride” by twelve men, thesecond 
being a ‘‘ troopers’ ride.” The evolutions lasted 
about half an hour, and at the close his Royal 
Highness proceeded to inspect the stables and the 
married people’s quarters. These duties occupied 
the greater part of the morning, the Prince quitting 
Spital upon the conclusion of his visit to the 
Barracks, shortly before one o’clock in the afternoon. 
His Royal Highness drove to the station of the 
Great Western Railway, and travelled by the one 
o'clock express to London. The Royal skating

The Duke and Duchess of Connaught, attended 
by Captain Alfred Egerton and the Hon. Mrs. 
Egerton, arrived at Victoria station yesterday week 
from Osborne. 

Princess Louise returns to her husband in Canada 
in May, when also a numerous party of English 
visitors will join in a fishing tour on the Lower St. 


Lawrence. Subsequently her Royal Highness, with 
the visitors from England, will pay a visit to 
Manitoba and the North-West Provinces of the 
Dominion. 

The marriage between Prince William of Prussia 
and Princess Victoria of (Holstein-Augustenburg is 
definitely arranged to take place on Sunday, Feb. 27. 

Parliament is making but slight progress. The 
Irish amendments having been disposed of, the 
Address was agreed to Jan. 20; and the amendments 
on the report expressing sympathy with the Basutos 
and the Boers, respectively proposed by Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson and Mr, Peter Rylands, having been rejected, 
the Commons’ reply was at last taken down to 
Osborne on Saturday by Lord Kensington. 

Mr. Forster was thus able on Monday to introduca 
his bill for the’ protection of person and property in 
Ireland. He read statistics showing the nature and 
amount of agrarian crime in Ireland and its recent 
alarming increase, and strongly denounced the 
“terrorism” by which the agents of the Land League 
carried out the ** unwritten law” of that organisation. 
The Land League was “supreme/” in parts of Ireland, 
and it owed its supremacy to the aid of Fenians, and 
disaffected and discontented persons of all kinds. 
The ordinary law was to a great extent powerless, 
but the Government were determined to strike terror 
into those who now terrified others. The criminals 
who committed the outrages he had described must 
be arrested, and to that end the Government pro- 
posed that special power should be given to check 
the career of men who had made themselves safe, 
by the magnitude of their crimes, from the 
operation ot the ordinary law. ^ They proposed 
to take power to enable the Lord Lieutenant 
by his warrant to arrest any person whom 
he reasonably suspected of having, either before 
or after the passing of the Act, been guilty, 
either as principal or accessory, of high treason, 
treason-felony, or treasonable practices, or of any 
crime committed in a proscribed district tending to 
disturb or interfere with the maintenance of law and 
order. Such person might be detained as a person 
accused of crime, and not as a person convicted. It 
was proposed that the power should extend to 
Sept. 30 next year. It was proposed to take power 
to arrest persons suspected of treasonable practices 
throughout Ireland; but as to agrarian offences, and 
offences against law and order, it was only sought to 
make these arrests in such districts as were pro- 
scribed. Commenting on Mr. Parnell’s threat that 
the first arrest would be the signal for the general 
suspension of rent, Mr. Forster reminded the hon. 
member that if this bill passed “all his police- 
men would be gone.’ r. Forster explained 
why the bill did not provide expressly against ** Boy- 
cotting," and pointed out that a measure giving 
summary jurisdiction would have afforded by its 
details opportunity for discussion, whereas the 
Government needed this power at once. They had, 
RU kept this measure distinct from the 
Arms Bill which would be similar to the recently 
expired Peace Preservation Act. The right hon. 
gentleman added that, had he expected to have the 
painful duty of proposing such a measure as he now 
submitted, he would not have been Irish Secretary, 
and if he could have foreseen that this would be the 
result of twenty years’ Parliamentary life, he should 
haye abandoned that career. But he was clear that 
it was his duty, being responsible for the adminis- 
tration of the Government of lreland, no longer to 
have any in a Government which did not fulfil 
its first duty of protecting life and property. In 
concluding a speech which had lasted an hour and 
forty minutes, the Chief Secretary declared that the 
House, while determined to enforce the law, 
was also resolved to secure a thorough reform 
of the land system in Ireland. Dr. Lyons 
moved as an amendment, “That it is ex- 
pedient and desirable, and is most fully in accord 
with a wise and generous exercise of the undisputed 
power of the House and the Empire at large, that 
remedial legislation on the land question in Ireland 
should take precedence over the Coercion Bill, and 
that Her Majesty’s Ministers be requested to recon- 
sider tbeir decision in this regard.” Mr. Dillon 
made another menacing speech against the proposal. 
But Sir Stafford Northcote ported the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone very briefly moved on Tuesday 
that Mr. Forster’s bills should have precedence; but 
the Irish Home Rulers emphatically objected, Mr. T. 
P. O’Connor leading the van in an energetic address, 

Some unusual precautions are said to have been 
adopted last Monday night for the safety of the 
Victoria nee Windsor. A threat to 
blow up the buildings is given as the reason for this 
step. ‘The same evening the police were told off in 
large numbers to watch the Chelsea, Wellington, and 
Knightsbridge Barracks, the Chelsea Hospital for 
pensioners, and other public buildings. In Bir- 
mingham on Saturday night a detachment of the 
11th Regiment of Foot, coming from York, unex- 
pae took up their quarters at the Tower, in 

agot-street. 

The troop-ship Himalaya, at Gibraltar, is to pro- 
ceed direct to Queenstown to land the lst Battalion 
of the 20th Regiment, which she is bringing home. 

The presentation to Mr. Forster of a memorial 
signed by 22,000 tenant farmers, expressing con- 
fidence in the spirit which will animate the Govern- 
ment land measure, is a most significant and accept- 
able incident in the present Irish agitation. 

The people in the south of Ireland continue to 
suffer terribly, hundreds of able-bodied men being 
without work in consequence of the continued frost. 
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A report has reached Natal by way of Delagoa 
Bay that the British garrison of Leydenburg, sup- 
porsi to consist of a company of the 94th Regiment, 

as surrendered to the insurgent Boers. A sortie 
has been made by the garrison at Potchefstroom, 
four Boers being killed; and an attempt made to 
mine the British camp has been frustrated. 

The troops holding Maseru, in Basutoland, have 
been reinforced, aud expect to be able to begin 
offensive operations immediately. The capture of 
arge numbers of stock, and the surrender of 
Uinditchwa’s people in Kaffraria, are confirmed. 

Telegrams from Candahar state that everything is 
tranquil in and near that city. A force has been 
sent to Maiwand, the scene of General Burrows’s 
defeat, in consequence of the ‘‘ restlessness’? of the 
nativesin that direction. The villagers who attacked 
our retreating troops have paid the heavy fines im- 
posed on them. From Herat, says the correspondent 
of the Times, “comes the same tale of misery and 
oppression?! by Ayoub Khan. 

The Chilian army has attacked and completely 
defeated the Peruvian army at Miraflores. ‘The 
Dictator Pierola fled, and the Chilians occupied 
Lima without resistance on the 17th inst. Pierola’s 
brother and the Peruvian War Minister were made 
prisoners. The Peruvian loss in the battle of 
Chorillos is stated to have been 7000 killed and 
2000 prisoners. ‘Twenty-five thousand Peruvian 
troops were engaged in the battle at Miraflores. 
The Chilian loss in killed and wounded in both 
battles was heavy. A private telegram received in 
Wem Si confirms the report that Callao had capitu- 
ated. 


The latest intelligence received at Shanghai from 
Pekin states that everything is quiet there. General 
Tso, the Commander in the Ili district, has halted on 
his way to the capital somewhere in the province of 
Shensi, where he will remain until after the Chinese 
New Year. The frost has stopped the transport of 
Chinese troops northwards. 

A Daily News telegram says that Russia restores 
all Kuldja to China, except a small extent of ter- 
ritory having no strategic value, which is reserved 
as a place of refuge for the Dungans who may claim 
to become Russian n ee China has not admitted 
the principle of liability for the expenses of the 
Russian war préparatións, but will pay a substantial 
amount over and above the 5,000,000 roubles stipu- 
lated by the Treaty of Livadia by way of indemnity 
for the general disbursements since. 


The Marquis of Huntly, whose acceptance of the 
post in the Queen's Household vacated by the Earl 
of Fife has been announced, will in the House of 
Lords conduct the business ot the Local Government 
Board. 

Mr. Childers, Secretary of State for War, on 
Saturday evening attended the annual meeting of 
the 4th Kent (Royal Woolwich Arsenal) Rifle 
Volunteers. Mr. Childers said this country made up 
what deficiency there might be in the system by the 
constitution and success of the great Volunteer forces 
outside the Army. 


The French Chamber of Deputies has ordered 
that the address which M. Gambetta delivered on 
assuming the Presidency shall be placarded through- 
out France. M. Gambetta said, in the course of the 
address, that the Chamber had accomplished its task 
* amid profound peace, which is menuced by no 
adventurous enterprise, and is guaranteed by the 
very spirit of the Republican system of govern- 
ment." These words have given great satisfaction 
in Derlin aud Vienna. 


The proposal to hold a Conference at Constan- 
tinople on the Greek claims is said to have been 
accepted “in principle" by nearly all the Powers, 
and negotiations to settle the bases on which 
diplomacy may proceed may begin soon after the 
return of Mr. Goschen and Count Hatzfeldt to Con- 
stantinople, which may be “in about a fortnight.'" 
'The Greek Government is said to regard the 
proposed Conference with even greater disfavour 
thanit did the scheme of arbitration. 


A large detachment of the 11th Regiment was 
dispatched from Preston for St. Helens on Saturday, 
on account of the prevailing disorder there, arising 
out of the miners strike. A troop of the 18th 
Hussars was also sent off to Hindley, near Wigan. 
The moving about of large bodies of men in the 
disturbed disticts is causing great apprehension, and 
telegramsare constantly arrivingatthe head -quarters 
of tie county police reporting the state of affairs in 
the district to be serious.

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THE BOER AND BASUTO WARS 


SIR GEORGE COLLEY'S 
ADVANCE, 


The British Commander-in-Chief will soon be 
engaged with the Boers, particulars of whose sur- 
prise of the 94th in December have but served to 
nerve the arms of the Colonists against the Dutch- 
men. Sir George Colley’s column advanced from 
Newcastle towards the frontier last Monday morn- 
ing. The column takes with it a large quantity of 
stores, and is over four miles in length. The 58th 
Regiment form the advanced guard, and the Rifles 
and Naval Brigade bring up the rear. 

Sir G. F. Colley addressed the troops, telling them 
that they were advancing to relieve the inhabitants, 
and prevent the surrender of some garrisons in the 
Transvaal. He thought they would be wasting 
valuable time to wait for the reinforcements. 
Although they might have greater numbers agaiust 
them, he relied on their valour. Sir G. P. Colley 
said that, as one month must elapse before the 
reinforcements could be put into the field, the situ- 
ation demanded action. The official announcement 
states that the column is 1000 strong, and is to 
relieve the garrisons shut up at Pretoria and 
Potchefstroom. 


SURRENDER OF THE ENGLISH 
GARRISON AT LEYDENDURG. 


Sir George Colley had previously received, vià 
Delagoa Bay, a report that the British garrison at 
Leydenburg, in the Transvaal, had surrendered — 
presumably through famine—to the Boers. The 
garrison at Potschefstroom was defending itself 
energetically at the latest advices, but its fate 
depends, of course, on the tulness or emptiness of its 
stores of food. 


BOERS AND THE ZULUS. 


The Boers have tried to seize the horses of Hlubi, 
a Zulu chief, near Rorke’s Drift. He has placed an 
impi along the frontier.

ROYAL ICE PARTY ON VIRGINIA

On Saturday last, the Prince of Wales had a 
skating party at Virginia Water. His Royal High- 
ness, accompanied by Prince Christian, Count 
Jaraczewski, and other gentlemen, quitted Cumber- 
land Lodge about half-past twelve, the Prince of 
Wales driving Prince Christian in the Queen’s 
sleigh, which had been sent from Windsor Castle 
with a pair of horses, while the remainder of the 
party occupied a light omnibus. With an outrider 
to pilot the route, the Prince drove at a brisk pace 
over the crisp snow. Although there was an absence 
of wind the atmosphere was very cold. 

A group of ladies and gentlemen had assembled at 
Black Nestgate, near the end of Virginia Water, 
where the party stopped, the Prince of Wales and 
Prince Christian, with the visitors, walking at once 
to the lake, the ice upon which was mostly hidden 
by deep snow. A broad, winding rink, extending 
nearly a mile in length, from Black Nest to the 
Wheatsheaf Hotel, had been cleared for skating by

LONDON’S SNOW HURRICANE. 
We now return to the great snowstorm of Tuesday, 
Jan. 18, delineated in the centre Illustration. By 


eight in the morning a full gale was blowing, accom- 


panied by sleet, the wind appearing at different | 


scended so heavily that by eleven the roads and 
paths were impassable, and the scene generally was 
of the wildest possible description. The compara- 


tively few persons in the streets had the greatest | 


difficulty in making progress through the blinding 
snow, now ankle-deep; horses with heavily-laden 


vehicles could not move ; the tram-cars in all parts of | 


the metropolis had to temporarily cease running, and 
even on some of the railways the snow-drift occa- 


| sioned by the gale lay so deep—in parts two feet and 


| 


even three feet—that trains were brought toa stand- 
still. Added to all this, the force of the “ circular 
wind” brought additional dangers in the shape of 
tiles, chimney-pots, &c., from the housetops, and it 


is computed that at least sixty persons were admitted | 


to the London hospitals, which, since the present 


Snow de- | 


severe weather has set in, have had more cases of 
broken limbs, dislocations, and wounds of various 
kinds attended within their walls than have been 
known for some time. 

In the City especially, now crossed and recrossed 
over the housetops by telegraphic wires in every 
direction, which swayed violently with each rapidly 
succeeding gust of wind, the danger to pedestrians 
was greatly increased. Our picture of St. Paul’s- 
churchyard, as viewed from the top of Ludgate- 
hill, gives a fair idea of the fury of the storm. The 
snow continued during the whole of the day. 
Attempts were made in many parts of London to 
remove it, but they were all futile, and night wit- 
nessed the remarkable spectacle of a metropolis com- 
paratively deserted, theatres and other places of 
amusement being half empty. AtthedoorsoftheWest- 
End club-houses commissionaires and porters during 
the night were constantly blowing their whistles for 
cabs, but without response. Not until the Wednes- 
day morning could any estimate of the damage be 
arrived at. The first fact which impressed itself 
upon business men was the absence of let*ers either 
from the Continent or the provinces, not a mail of 
any description getting through to London in time 
for the early morning deliveries, while a good por- 
tion did not arrive before the Thursday. The break- 
age of the telegraph wires in many places also caused 
a serieus delay to messages.

on that fearful Tuesday occasioned deplorable 
misery, which the noble efforts of the Clergymen in 
the district have done much to alleviate, happily. 

Our Artist’s unexaggerated drawings of the sad 
scenes witnessed on the unembanked side of the 
Thames ought, at least, to have the effect of rousing 
the authorities to the urgent need of adopting the 
obvious precautions requisite to prevent a recurrence 
of these lamentable inundations. It is difficult to 
realise the sad tale of suffering told by householder 
after householder on that snowy day of flood. With 
forcible suggestiveness, however, is the story out- 
lined by a graphic Special of the Daily News. 
Crossing Waterloo-bridge, he descended to the low- 
lying streets running along the southern side of the 
Thames to Blackfriars Bridge, and visited the 
devastated houses of the flooded residents. Here is 
his testimony :— 


“There are wharf-owners, however, who cannot 
be induced, even in their own interest, to raise the 
level of their wharves. And behind these wharves, 
low as they are, the strects lie at a lower level still. 
When the tide rises above the edge of a river wall, 
and finds a lower level behind it, like the hollow of 
a basin, there is only one thing it can do. It 
pours over the lip of the basin in a torrent that 
increases in force and rapidity every moment. 
This is what it did at Prince's-square on Tues- 
day. The entrance to Prince’s-square—a court 
containing perhaps some five-and-twenty houses, 
and forming a species of cul de sac—is just opposite 
a wharf, and over the edge of that wharf on Tuesday 
afternoon the tide rose like water poured over 
the edge of a basin. Do you want to know the 
result? Look at this leve] line traced in fragments 
of snow along the wall at the entrance to the square. 
‘That is the watermark of Tuesday, and it is just 
about as high as your head. game as far as the 
entrance to the first house, and you will see that 
this line reaches to within six inches of the top of 
the door. This door is on the ground floor, observe ; 
there are no cellars here. ES 

** Do you realise yet the fact that on Tuesday, that 
bitterly cold day, when you were looking forward to 
the cosy corner by the fire, all these houses were 
filled with water nearly to the ceilingsof the ground- 
floor rooms? Look in here; you may trace the 
water mark round the walls. You can see where 
the fragments of straw have been left sticking; 
where the weights of the old-fashioned clock have 
been submerged; where the little ornaments have 
been floated off the wall. That heap in the corner, 
that looks like so much rubbish, consists of the clothes 
of a whole family, almost hopelessly destroyed, wait- 
ing till a convenient opportunity may arise of sorting 
them out, and drying such as can be dried with 
advantage. ‘Lhere is sawdust ou the floor; that is a 
good thing, it will help to absorb the damp. Better 
still, thanks to good Samaritans, there is a roaring 
fire in the grate, over which women and children 
gratefully cower. Here, however, there has heen 
resident energy at work, meeting help half-way. 

** Look in at this door a little further down. here 
is nothing here but complete ruin; every article of 
furniture is hopelessiy smushed. Would any one 
believe that human -beings lived, or could live in 
such a place? Would it be believed that so 
complete a wreck of everything that makes 
a home endurable could be borne? And yet 
it is borne, and will be borne, thanks to those 
who have helped, and to those who will help. 
It is not, however, till we are at the bottom of the 
court that we can adequately understand the force 
of the torrent that poured into it. Here, in its 
attempt to find an exit, it has carried away door 
after door, and wall after wall. In one place the 
whole plant of a printing establishment has been 
swept clean away, to the ruin of its proprietor. In 
another, the flood has broken through half a dozen 
walls and flooded the cellars in the next street till 
the water bubbled up through the floor into the 
10ums above.” 


The gallant rescues effected by the Police in a 
neighbouring thoroughfare, likewise limned by our 
Artist, found their parallel the same day in flooded 
Wapping. Take a scene in Labour-in- Vain-street. 
The water in the houses here had risen to a great 
height, when Police-Constable George Ball, 345 H, 
was informed that there was a man named Thomas 
Raycraft lying ill in a down-stair apartment 
of No. 8. The constable at once proceeded 
to the place, where he could see a man 
lying in bed. He tried to get at him, but 
zould only manage to get a little way into the 
room, as the water waa breast-high. The constable, 
with assistance, procured a boat, and, having forced 
the window of the room, rowedin and brought the 


man out in safety, and conveyed him to King David- 
lane police station, where every attention was paid 


him until he was fetched by his friends. 


We trust that not only Policeman Ball, but that 
his active brethren who did similarly good service 


in Blackfriars, have been duly rewarded. 
THE THAMES EMBANKMENT 


presented a most wintry appearance. The river, 
with its ice floes, looked more like a Canadian than 
an English stream. Cleopatra’s needle seemed like 


an icicle. Sea-gulls flew round the Egyptian obelisk. 


It was a lively spectacle when numberless carts were 
employed on the Embankment itself to clear away 
the snow, which snow-ploughs had left in huge heaps 
on each side the road. One of our small sketches 


completes the story, and shows how the snow was 
shovelled into the Thames. Steam-boat traffic was, 
of course, stopped. The Thames and the Embank- 
ment are represented by our Artist as he saw them 
on the Thursday. 


SNOWED UPON THE RAILWAY, 


Whilst we in London had every reason to be 


grateful to the various underground railway com- 


panies, which conveyed us in comfort to our 
destinations, railway travelling throughout the 


country was attended with grave danger and delay. 
Hardy Scotland is not unaccustomed to railway 
travelling in the snow. Since Christmas it has not 
been infrequent to hear of trains being snowed up 
all night, and to read of snowdrifts being charged 
in the manner depicted on a previous page. 
Acclimatised to the cold, vigorous Scots, not 
unfortified with an occasional sip of mountain- 
dew, mayhap, have been able to brave. the Arctic 
rigours of their isolation until relief has come in the 


welcome shape of a gang of lusty fellow-country- |. 


men with arms strong enough to rescue them from 
their position. 

In England, the stoppage of railway trains by 
snow is not so common. Pitiful stories reach us of 
young and delicately nurtured ladies almost perishing 
with the cold owing to long detention in the snow. 
From Wales, we learn that two passengers who were 
snowed up in a train all Tuesday se’nnight between 
Dowlais and Rhymney died from the exposure; and 
that the Dowlais colliers’ train being unable to take 
the men home, 600 of them went down into +he 
coalpit for the night in order to keep themselves 
warm. The driver of the slow train from Holyhead 
to Chester observed a dangerous wreath at the foot 
of the mountain near Aber, but, by putting on full 
steam, he ran through the snow, which was level with 
the footplates of the engine. He gave intelligence 
of the occurrence at Llanfairfechan, and the driver 
of the next train, the express, with mails from the 
North Wall, Dublin, which reached the spot about 
two hours later, was instructed to proceed cautiously. 
He touched the snow-wreath very lightly, and the 
train came to a standstill. ‘There it remained until 
eight o’clock next morning before the snow could he 
dug away by a band ot Chestrians. Imagine the 
sufferings of the passengers ! 

The London, Brighton, and South-Coast Railway 
probably suffered nore. from the snowdrifts than 
any other of the lines running out of the metropolis 
in a southerly direction; but, in the emergency, the 
officials of the company exhibited great energy. 
Every available man was engaged in the work of 
removing the snow, the result being that the traffic 
was run on the Wednesday with facility and 
regularity. 


A RAILWAY GUARD 


supplies the authority for the railway incident in our 
centre Mustration:—**1 dare say it was pretty much 
the same on all the lines that night—though a trifle 
worse than most from what L've read down the 
Nor’ - Western, Willesden and Harrow way. I can 
only speak for myself, and I know that I was never 
out in such a storm in all the winters that I’ve been 
guard on the London and South-Western. Bad 
enough we had it in all conscience coming up from 
Salisbury in the dark right against that east wind, 
driving and howliug incessantly, and the snow 
enough to blind you if you’d only turned your face 
straight towards it for a moment; but the truth is 
you couldn't do it. Yes; I will tell you about it if 
you think it worth hearing, at least, in my way., It 
will do as well as any other guard’s story to let 
people know what itis to be bringing a train up to 
London against such a gale and snowstorm as we 
had that night. 

“ , . + [knew it would be worse when we got 
past Whitchurch, for the deep cuttings are about 
there; and so it was. Rumble, rumble we went 
again, and again something seemed shoving us back, 
aud then on, and then back; and then we came to a 
dead stand in that comfortless hole, with the snow, 
that was continually sweeping down on us, now up 
above the foot-board and even against the lower 
part of the carriage doors. I got down with my 
lantern, and no sooner did I meet the cutting gale 
than my beard and all the lower part of my face was 
covered over with a thick crust which you could 
neither rub nor pull off with the hand. The wind 
literally blew me backward, and forced me to keep 
my chin down on my chest, and grope along holding 


by the carriage handles. It was no good calling out 
in the roaring wind; and I recollect noticing again 
as strange, though natural enough, that not a soul 
looked out of the carriage windows, as people usually 
slo when you pull up, or showed the least desire to 
know what was the matter. I suppose they felt it 
was our business to get them up to Waterloo as weil 
as we could; butit gave one a curious sort of feeling, 
as if we were bringing up a lot of passengers all 
frozen to death by the cold, and sitting staring at 
one another from their seats. 

*** How are you getting on, Jack?" I asked my 
mate beside the engine, as soon as Icould get near 
enough tohis ear to be heard. *Bad enough, Dill," 
he said. ‘Turn your lantern down here, old mau. 
It's the ash-pan all caked up with snow, and not a 
bit of draught can get into the fire.” And so it 
was—hard as flint, too, in spite of the warmth. There 
was nothing to be done but to rakeaway with a long, 
bent iron bar—all three of us, stoker included— till 
we had cleared a bit; and we began to make stcam 
again. 

** * Can you get on now, do you think?” I says. 

*** Look at that snow in front of my engine,’ says 
à : Pa she *11 never go through with the train behind 

er. 

** * What?ll you do?” then I says. 

** * You get into your van, Bill,’ says he, ‘and put 
the brake hard on while I unhook.’ 

“ ‘So I did; and when Jack Randall had backed 
a trifle, or tried to do it, he unhooked, and, leaving 
us behind in that dismal place, whistled and went 
bang at the snow, and right on, ploughing and entting 
into it for three hundred yards or so. Then he 
backed again, and ‘down we were once more, stoker 
and all, hooking on and peering with the lantern, 
andfclearing the ash-pan. ‘That isthe way we got on; 
and patience it wanted too, with our numbed fingers 


‘and half-frozen faces. At Whitchurch they sent 


a gang of platelayers at last to look after us; but 
they got a telegram from the goods siding at Hurst- 
bourne that we had just passed there, and so they 
knew we didn’t want them. If I was to tell you 
the whole history of our work in the cuttings that 
night it would only be the same thing over and over 
again. . . . There”s one comfort—at least for 
steady, sober guards and drivers—and no other kind 
of men will do in our trade, I can assure you. That's 
when they get home (for we do get home at last) and 

d the missus, late as it is, sitting up with a good 
fire and a bit of supper for them as she always does, 
if she's one of the: sort.’ > 


SKATING ON THE SERPENTINE 


AND THE ORNAMENTAL 
WATERS. 


We trust that our Illustration of a rescue from 
drowning on the Serpentine will not be thrown away 
on the vast body of skaters who throng the park 
waters, and who are sometimes so exhilarated to 
practical joking point as to leave nothing but a brass 
button in the collection-box of the Royal Humane 
Society. What is pleasure to thousands means hard 
and anxious work to the able staff of the Humane 
Society, from the active Superintendent who 
has succeeded the late Mr. Williams at the Receiviug 
House on the north bank, to the smart body of Ice- 
men, who so dexterously save the victims who have 
the misfortune to fall through the ice. Liberal sub- 
scriptions ought, accordingly, to be poured into the 
coffers of the Humane Society at this season of the 

ear. 

+ A reference to the numbers who thronged the 
parks on Sunday last will suffice to show the publie 
need there is for the Humane Society’s work. By 
hundreds of thousands the crowds that visited the 
metropolitan parks on Sunday might be counted. 
Regent's Park appeared to be the popular, but the 
eastern portion of its ice was in a miserable con- 
dition. The snow had not been cleared off, and the 
great weight of the people on the ‘broad water" 
had cracked the upper ice and forced the water 
throughit. It wus totally unfit for skating or sliding, 
and hence at noon from 8000 to 10,000 persons were 
packed togetheron the “broad water."  Flagsof all 
nations were hoisted from the chairs of the coster- 
mongers, and the appearance of members of the 
Chinese Legation in their native costume, as they 
skated with exceeding skilfulness, lent a novelty ro 
the generally gay scene upon the ice. Close to 
York-gate a serious row, caused by bad-tempered 
snowballing, was prevented by the interference of 
the police and the park-keepers: but, taken 
altogether, the people appeared to thoroaghly enjoy 
themselves. 

The official reports handed in to Mr. Super- 
intendent Sutton at the Hyde Park Receiving House 
last Sunday night were as follows :—*' Serpentine: 
Skaters and sliders during the day, about 30,000 (up 
to 5 p.m.), and several thousands afterwards. A 
young man was badly cut over the eye, and 
attended to at the Receiving House. A young lady 
slipped on the ice, received a serious scalp wound, 
and was taken by the police to the hospital.” 
* Long Water: About 15,000 persons on the ice; no 
accidents." “Round Pond: There were some 
17,000 people on the ice here; no accidents,” 

Regent's Park: “ There were over 17,000 persons 
on the ice during the day, skating and siiding, thou- 
sands looking on from the shore, ice good. ‘T'he fol- 
lowing cases of immersion were attended to by Dr, 
Norton; Benjamin Fowler, 5, Great Clarence-street, 
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Somers Town (given a bath, medicine, and put to 
) ; there were seven other immersions, the parties 
Were given medicine and sent home. Dr. Norton also 
attended to David Hyde, of 17, Little Portland-street, 
Who received a severe cut on the eye. A man named 
enry Britton, 45, Lisson-street, Edgware-road, 
Was attended at the society’s marquee for a lacerated 
s M St. James's Park: “About 12,000 were 
Skating and sliding during the day. Ice is 
in good condition. Several persons met with 
Severe accidents by falling on the ice, and 
Were taken to the hospital. Three lads were brought 
Injured to the Receiving House by the icemen, and 
attended to.

A SHEEP ROASTED ON THE 
THAMES AT TWICKENHAM. 


On the Thames at Twickenham people had begun 
t Saturday to revive sports that have been un- 
nown for a quarter of a century, and to suggest 
Memories of times still more distant when oxen were 
Toasted and fairs held upon the river in the neigh- 
bourhood of the City itself. 
A sheep was on Saturday roasted whole on a part 
of theriver where only eight days before a boat-race 
ad excited local interest; and sliding, sleighing, 
and skating, indifferent in some parts and tolerably 
good in others, was possible for full half a mile of 
the river’sextent. It would be misleading, however, 
not to state that the portion of the river thus com- 
pletely frozen over was not the main stream, but the 
Pretty broad expanse of backwater on the Middlesex 
Side of Lel-pie Island. Theroasting of the unjointed 
Mutton took place exactly opposite Twickenham 
Church, on a portion of the river in front of the 
Island Hotel. The proprietor of this island hostelry 
associated himself with Mr. Perrin, of the Two 
Sawyers, on the Middlesex shore, in the preparation 
for, and execution of, the hospitable enterprise. 
Hospitable it was, for the meal was prepared for all 
and sundry who should apply for a savoury morsel, 
and unhesitatingly was the hospitality accepted. 
Four and a half hours were given the sheep as time 
for roasting, but there was no such tedious delay in 
er consumption. A fifth of that time had not 
Passed ere the carver’s work was done, and not a 
Vestige—bone, fat, or sinew--of the animal remained. 
The oblation to John Frost was performed within a 
Sacred circle of canvas upbeld by poles, on ‘which 
floated the flags that usually flutter in favour of 
aquatic sports. TELA 
A sìcigh drawn by a white pony was driven down 
arf-lane and crossed the river Rott this time 
when the double ‘roasting’? was going on, and at 
another time the wholescene was photographed with 
the view of perpetuating it.

249 LIVES SAVED BY OUR LIFE- 
BOAT MEN. 


The hurricane dashed the sea with great violence 
upon our rock-bound coasts. A hundred seamen 
must have perished in the gale, which sent a lament- 
able number of wrecksashore. Dover was damaged 
Considerably by the storm. Reports of disasters come 
also from the mouth of the Thames. Great Yarmouth 
deplores the loss of some of her life-boat heroes, who 
on that terrible Tuesday fell martyrs to Duty. About 
five in the afternoon the Guiding Star struck, and a 
Solitary man on board, the mate, the rest of the 
crew having landed, signalled for assistance. He 
Was promptly answered, but five rockets were 
fired before the cord was attached. By its 
aid the surf life-boat, with nine men, went to 
the rescue. Suddenly there was a cry that 
the boat had been upset, and in the gloom it 
Was discoyered—bottom upwards—in the breakers. 
Of the occupants three struggled and reached the 
Shore alive, but five others—including the mate 
of the schooner, who had been taken on 
board--were found dead, entangled in the gear.

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MR, PARNELL ANT) THE LAND 
LEAGUE TRIAL. 


Tue “traversers ” on trial in Dtiblin had the advan- 
tage of being most eloquently «lefended by Mr. A. 
M. Sullivan, M.P., and other counsel. Mr. Justice 
Fitzgerald commenced his summing up to the jury 
on Monday in the case of “The Queen v. Parnell 
and Others." Upon the arrival of Mr. Parnell in 


court at noon two lady admirers presented the hon. 
geutleman with bouquets of flowers, and a similar 
attention was paid to Mr. Davitt. The learned 
Judge acknowledged the fairness of the counsel on 
both sides, and complimented the solicitor for the 
defence on the skill and energy with which he had 
represented his clients. After instructing the jury 
that they were bound to take the law as to the case 
from the Judges, his Lordship told them they had 
not to consider whether the land laws required 
amendment, but simply whether the traversers had 
infringed the law by combining, as was alleged, for 
an illegal practice. After explaining the law on 
conspiracy, the learned Judge proceeded to examine 
áts bearing on the case of the five traversers who are 
members of Parliament, and then dealt with the 
other prisoners. 

His Lordship on Tuesday proceeded to say that 
the jury were to be the judges of the facts, while 
the Court was to lay down the law, which, if wrong, 
could be amended elsewhere; but if the jury found 
that the charge in the indictment h^; een bronght 
home to one of the traversers, alı  . others were 
equally guilty. On the other hand,if the jury 
found that ali the charges were not made out in 
evidence, it would be their duty to acquit the 
traversers. It was usual to direct the jury in 
such cases to acquit some, if not the whole, 
of the traversers; but he would give no such 
direction. If twelve of the traversers appeared to 
be innocent, Nally and Gordon would be also entitled 
to acquittal. He hoped the jury would approach 
their final duty in a free and generous deliberative 
spirit, and not be deterred by calumny, insult, or 
vituperation, but be animated by the courage spring- 
ing from the discharge of duty. He had discharged 
his own duty without fear or favour; and he hoped 
that before long the sun of prosperity would shine 
over this land (Applause). 

Mr. Parnell was in court, and occupied a seat apart 
from the other traversers. During the absence of 
the jury from court, Mr. Macdonogh argued that the 
Judge in his charge shouid not have told the jury 
that all the Land League meetings held thronghout 
the country had been illegal ones. He submitted 
that the issue for the jury should not have been 
stated as a conspiracy, contending that there was no 
evidence of a community of thoughts and intentions 
amongst the traversers. The Judges dissented from 
Mr. Macdonogh, and Mr. Justice Barry read a long 
exposition of the law of conspiracy formulated at a 
commission when Lord Chief Justice Cockburn 
presided, 

At five o’clock, on being sent for by the Judges, 
the jury returned into Court. The foreman said 
they had not agreed, and were not likely to do so. 
The jury then retired again. | 


GALLANT RELIEF CF AN IRISH 
LANDLADY. 


Miss Gardiner, a Mayo landlady of wide fame for 
her determined attitude towards her tenantry, has 
been *' Boycotted” for some weeks, and had only 
been able to obtain food by the help of the police. 
On Monday morning a party of Orangemen, from 
the north of Ireland, said to have been “fully 
equipped and armed with modern weapons,” ar- 
rived at Ballina, and, proceeding on cars to Miss 
Gardiner’s estate, ten miles away, “‘effected her 
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relief." Chivalry has not left the Emerald Isle 
entirely, it will be seen. 


THE SALFORD EXPLOSION. 


THE Government have offered a reward of £500 to 
any person giving information which shall lead to 
the arrest and conviction of the perpetrator or per- 
petrators of the outrage at Salford Barracks on the 
night of the 14th inst.; and a reward of £100 and a 
free pardon to any accomplice, not being the actual 
perpetrator of the outrage, who shall give such 
information. 


A NORTHAMPTON HORROR. 


At Nor hampton on Saturday last Charles Harris, 
a draper, living in Wellington-place, Northampton, 
was charged with maliciously setting fire to a bed in 
a room in his house, upon which three of his children 
were sleeping, on the night of the 21st inst. The 
charge, which was originally one of arson, was sub- 
sequently altered to that of attempted murder. The 
prisoner had several times threatened to murder his 
wife and family. He was committed for trial at the 
assizes. 


BURGLARYIN PALACE GARDENS. 


Charles Spratley, a plasterer, was placed in the 
dock at Hammersmith last Saturday, charged with 
being concerned with two men in committing a 
daring burglary and robbery at the house of Mr. 
Edward Henry Cousens, a merchant, 4, Palace- 
gardens, Kensingtun. Police-Constable Cane, of the 
T Division, said that at a quarter past two o'clock 
on Saturday morning he was on duty in the Bayswater- 
road, and when opposite 5, Palace-gardens, he heard 
a knocking noise in the front garden of that house. 
He pushed open the garden gate, and saw two men 
on the wall separating the gardens of Nos. 4 and 5. 
As soon as they saw the door open, they jumped 
down into the garden of No. 4, and made their 
way towards a field. Witness sprang his rattle and 
another constable came to his assistance, but the 
men escaped into Kensington-gardens. Witness 
and the constable returning to the place, saw a 
third man, the prisoner, jump off the same wall, and 
witness sprang over the railings and apprehended 
him. He wascrouching behind a heap of snow. At 
that time the inmates of No. 4 were aroused, and 
two gentlemen came down to the door. "Witness 
took the prisoner to the garden of No. 5, and found 
a basket containing four silver napkin rings, 
a pair of nut-crackers, a bottle of champagne, 
two pipes in cases, a box of chessmen, a pair 
of gloves, a dark lantern, and a tea can. Some 
hours later witness found a “jemmy” on the wall. 
Sergeant Seymour said he examined the premises 
and found marks exactly corresponding with the 
jemmy on the lower sash of the dining-room 
window. There were corresponding marks on the 
back window, the catch of which was broken off. 
He found matches and grease lying about the dining 
and drawing-rooms, showing that lights had been 
burning. An attempt had been made to enter No. 5, 
as he found marks of the jemmy upon the windows 
of the dining-room and kitchen. ‘lhe prosecutor 
identified some of the articles found in the bag. Mr. 
Paget formally remanded the prisoner. 


JEWEL ROBBERY AT GLASGOW. 


A mysterious robbery of jewellery, amounting in 
value to several thousand pounds, took place in one 
of the leading Glasgow hotels on Saturday night. 
The owner of the property left it in his bed-room 
while he went down to dinner, and on returning he 
found his cases had been forced and the jewellery 
abstracted. The jewellery stolen is valued at £9000, 
and belongs to Messrs. Henry Green and Co., whole- 
sale jewellers. lt consists of 400 gem diamond and 
signet rings, 100 brooches, 100 bracelets, 200 chains, 
and 150 earrings. A reward of £500 has been offered. 
It is believed that the travelling partner was dogged 
by the thieves from London. 


MRS. JULIET ANN THEODORA 
HEARTLY HART-DAVIES AND 
THE “SPIRITUALISTS.” 


A protracted inquiry has been held in the case of 
the London Spiritualists charged with obtaining 
jewellery and other property by means of false pre- 
tences from a Mrs. Juliet Ann 'i'heodora Heartly 
Hart-Davies, a widow, aged thirty-eight. On 
Saturday the investigation was resumed before the 
Bow-street stipendiary, the court being, as usual, 
crowded, among those present being many leading 
Spiritualists. Mrs. Hart-Davies was subjected to a 
lengthy cross-examination, in the course of which 
some curious facts were elicited. The lady admitted 
that she had ‘found’ her mother through the 
Spiritualist Fletcher, meaning that she had 
learned for the first time from him of the 
actual presence of the dead always about us. 
A letter was read in which Mrs. Hart-Davies wrote 
to the Fletchers, addressing them as ‘ beloved 
brother and sister,” and in which she described how 
she had held silent and unreserved communion with 
her mother, and had ‘*felt.the soft familiar breath 
over her hand,” and afterwards felt her mother’s 
presence about her. She also expressed the comfort 
it was to have found her “ Divinely-given brother 
ana sister.” The letter in question was written in 
September, 1879, the date when the Fletchers are 
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alleged to have fraudulently obtained Mrs. Hart- 
Davies’s property. 


BUDGET OF LONDON CRIME, 


The inquiry into the death of a child found in a 
house in Radnor-place, Paddington, some time siace 
was closed last Monday, the jury returning a verdict 
to the effect that the cause of death was suffocation, 
but how or by whom caused there was no evidence to 
show. The jury expressed the opinion that Emma 
om hy was the mother of the child, and concealed its 

irth. 

In the Court of Queen’s Bench, the same day, an 
action was raised by Mr. Horton, jeweller, Fulham, 
against Mr. Goody, tailor, for £217 alleged to be 
owing to plaintiff by defendant for jewellery. The 
point involved was the liability of Mr. Goody for 
debt contracted by one Lucy Johnson, with whom he 
lived. There were “spicy?” revelations. After a 
long hearing, the jury found for the plaintiff. 

At the Middlesex Sessions on Monday Frederick 
Simpson was sentenced to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment for a series of jewellery robberies. 

Louis Bertin, a French page, was sentenced the 
same day to three months’ hard labour by the 
Westminster magistrate for robbing a fellow-servant 
of £23 and a revolver; and Walter Roberts was 
charged before the Clerkenwell magistrate with 
forging certain marks used by the Goldsmith’s 
Company. He was remanded. 


A VOLUNTEER FIGHT IN THE 
SNOW. 
THE DEFENCE OF LONDON. 


On Saturday last, in pursuance of a suggestion made 
by Major-General Higginson, C.B., commanding the 
Home District, for the utilisation of the long winter 
evenings by the volunteers in outpost and picquet 
duties and route marching, some operations of avery 
interesting and instructive character, representing an 
attack on and defence of the metropolis, were carried 
out in the northern outskirts by the 2nd London 
Rifle Regiment, and were so successful that they 
will probably be repeated by the battalion and prac- 
tised by others.

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SKATING RACES: “FISH” 
SMART'S TIME FOR A MILE. 


A xmEETING, comprising two events—an open mile 
race and the London Amateur mile race—was held 
on Saturday last at the Elstree Reservoirs. The 
rendezvous wasrather difficult of access, which caused 
the number of spectators to be much less than one 


might have anticipated. The Open Mile attracted 
fourteen competitors, and fell to “Fish” Smart, 
which was regarded as a foregone conclusion. In 
order to ensure a good performance, if possible, the 
committee offered a silver medal to any competitor 
who skated the mile in 3 min. 10 sec. Smart made 
two attempts to accomplish this feat, but in each he 
failed, his fastest time for the mile, in which there 
were three turns, being 3 min. 17 2-5 sec. C. Crute 
won the London Amateur Gold Medal, beating G. 
Emberson in the final round. 

A great skating meetirg was held at Norwich last 
Monday. The distance was one mile with one turn, 
for which fifteen competed, and in the deciding course 
Fish Smart again won, beating Harrison very easily. 
Smart did the fastest time, namely 3 min. 26 1-dthsec., 
in his heat with Bone. 

A quarter-mile race was decided on Saturday last 
at Lillie-bridge grounds, West Brompton. ‘The 
race, confined to amateurs, brought only four com- 
petitors to the post. J. F. Palmer and C. O. 
Peacock were left in the final heat, which the former 
wou by ten yards; time, 56 sec. 

The international Skating Match 
Dutch skaters and “Fish” Smart and 
English skaters was fixed for the close of 
the week if the frost should continue. The 
general secretary of the National Skating Asso- 
ciation has ‘been engaged in a long correspond- 
ence with thé Dutch ice and skating clubs, and the 
difficulty of distance, which at one time threatened 
to be insurmountable, has been got over, as Mr. S. B.

SKOBELEFF'S SIEGE OF GEOR

Baron Reuter's agent in St. Petersburg sends news 
of the Russian campaign against the Turcomans. A 
despateh from General Skobeleff announces that 
during the night between the 15th and 16th inst. the 
Russian troops, after having sufficiently fortified 
their camp and siege works, carried the enemy’s 
positions, situated at a distance of about forty yards 
from the wall of the fortress. UN 

'The Turcomans made several desperate endeavours 
to expel the Russians, but without success. At seven 
o'clock on the evening of the 16th inst. the enemy 
with their whole strength delivered an assault upon 
the Russian centre and left flank, when a desperate 
hand-to-hand fight ensued along nearly the whole 
line. The enemy were ultimately driven back from 
the Russian trenches with great loss, and were 
pursued over the ramparts of the fortress. Imme- 
diately after the repulse of the ‘urcomans the 
Russians recommenced sapping operations in order 
to advance their works and strengthen their line of 
defence. ue 

The Russian loss during the fighting was one 
officer and twelve men killed and four officers and 
seventy - cight men wounded. The intrenching 
operations are attended with difficulty, owing to 
the superior force of the enemy, who outnumber the 
Russians in the proportion of ten to one. The 
sappers are working actively, the head of the 
sap having been advanced to within thirty-four 
yards of the wall. On the 17th inst. the Russian

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SENSATIONS IN REAL LIFE. 
A LION-TAMER KILLED IN A 
MENAGERIE. 


The New York papers report that the American lion- 
tamer, Elijah Lengel, of Philadelphia, was recently 
killed by a tiger belonging to the Courtney Circus, 
with which he was connected. He had given a suc- 
cessful exhibition in the tiger’s cage before a numerous 
audience, and was preparing to leave the cage when 
his foot slipped and he fell. One of the tigers threw 
itself upon him with a roar, and in five minutes had 
torn the body literally to pieces. Some of the spec- 
tators had revolvers and they fired at once upon the 
animal. A lucky shot killed him, and Lengel's body 
could be withdrawn through the sliding duor, but at 
this moment the other tiger threw itselt upon the one 
that had been shot, and began tearing it with teeth 
and claws. The horror of the scene was such that 
most of the spectators took immediately to flight. 


A LION’S ATTACK ON HIS TAMER. 


The large African lion ** Wallace," which recently 
attacked and severely wounded a cage-cleaner at 
Sanger's menagerie, Bingley Hall, Birmingham, 
made a ferocious attack on Saturday last upon the 
negro lion-tamer, Alicamousa, himself, who narrowly 
escaped with his life. 

The lion, still suffering from the wounds on the 
head inflicted on him by Alicamousa at the time he 
rescued the cage-cleaner, had on several occasions 
shown signs of resentment lately when the lion- 
tamer entered the cage, and rather heavy 
punishment has been found necessary to make 
him go through his performance. On Saturday, 
when Alicamousa entered the den he was seized 
by the lion, which sprang upon him, dashed 
him on the floor of the cage, and seized his right 
arm in its mouth. ‘The lion-tamer held a loaded 
whip in his right hand, which he could not use, but 
with his left he fired a revolver, which contained a 
blank cartridge. This had no effect. But one of the 
under-keepers thrusting an iron bar into the cage 
and probing the lion with it, the animal loosed his 
hold of the man. Then Alicamousa regained his 
feet, and, with great self-possession, fired another 
shot at the lion, who sulkily retired. The lion-tamer 
walked out ¡of the den, and was afterwards treated 
at the Queen’s Hospital for severe scalp wounds and 
a lacerated wound of the arm. :

Victor Drury, a year or two 
older than Alexey, on hearing the screams, gallantly 
jumped into the water to his little brother’s assist- 
ance, followed by the other lads, and, after desperate 
struggles, they succeeded in dragging the brave 
little fellow on to the bank. In the meantime a 
second shark had appeared, but happily did not join 
in the attack. > ; 

Alexey’s feet were found be so fearfully lacerated 
that both had to be amputated. For some time the 
symptoms seemed favourable to the child’s life being 
saved, notwithstanding the great loss of blood and 
shock to the system ; but unhappily mortification set 
in, and the lad was released from his terrible suffer- 
ings on the morning of the 27th, clinging to his poor 
parents to the last.

They must 
inevitably have perished had not the 
Albert Edward pluckily started from 
Clacton-on-Sea upon a life-saving 
mission; and brought them from the 
wreck, landing them at the rising little 
Holiday Resort, after being absent four- 
and-twenty hours on her noble errand. 
Now, it would be just like the open- 
handed generosity of the Prince to send a 
substantial reward to the heroic crew of 
the Albert Edward; andit would be hard 
‘o convince me he hasn’t done so. 
Perhaps, my friend Richard Lewis, of 
the National Life-Boat Institution, will 
enlighten us on this point. 


Similarly, I shouldn't be surprised to 
hear that Albert Edward turned his 
‘sleigh the other day on to the Thames 
‘Embankment for another object besides 
the pleasure of a bracing drive. The 
Prince had only to drive across Waterloo 
Bridge to discover a scene of cold, wet 
misery which an Haroun Alraschid 
would be the very one to alleviate.
